Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Twenty-first  Annual  Report 
on  the  Sanitary  condition  of  your  district. 

In  the  first  place,  following  my  usual  custom,  I  propose  giving  you 
the  vital  statistics  for  the  year ;  and  in  accordance  with  the  returns  sub¬ 
mitted  to  me,  I  have  to  report  that  during  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1893,  the  total  number  of 

BIRTHS 

registered,  as  occurring  in  your  district,  was  834,  and  the  total  number  of 

DEATHS 

for  the  same  period  was  537,  inclusive  of  117  deaths  which  occurred  in 
Public  Institutions,  96  of  which  did  not  belong  to  your  district,  as  follows  : 
The  Workhouse,  60;  Rubery  Hill  Asylum,  33;  St.  Paul’s  Convent,  3. 
One  death  only  has  occurred  in  the  Fever  Hospital  during  the  year,  and 
this  belonged  to  your  district.  The  total  number  of  deaths  which  occurred 
in  the  Workhouse  was  80,  as  compared  with  70  for  last  year.  I  propose, 
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as  on  former  occasions,  to  give  the  different  death-rates  (both  inclusive  and 
exclusive  of  the  deaths  in  Public  Institutions),  so  that  you  may  be  able  to 
form  an  accurate  idea  of  the  true  mortality  rates  as  applying  to  your 
district.  The  deaths  of  persons  coming  from  other  localities  form  no  real 
true  evidence  of  the  mortality  of  the  district. 

Of  the  total  Births,  443  are  males  and  391  females  ;  of  the  deaths, 
295  are  males  and  242  females  From  diseases  of  the  zymotic  class  35 
deaths  have  occurred,  as  compared  with  20  for  last  year,  four  of  which  did 
not  belong  to  your  district. 

The  foregoing  figures,  with  a  population  of  29,884,  which  is 
estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year  1893,  based  on  the  census  of  1891,  and 
this  estimate  is  rather  under  than  over  the  actual  population,  but  is  as  near  as 
I  can  get  at  it, — represents  a  birth-rate  of  27 ‘90  in  1000,  a  death-rate  of 

15  35  in  1000,  and  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  1 ’03  in  1000,  exclusive  of  those 
persons  dying  in  Public  Institutions,  and  which  did  not  belong  to  the 
district,  as  compared  with  30*70  in  1000  birth-rate,  and  12*52  in  1000 
death-rate,  and  0*7  in  1000  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  year  1892.  Inclusive 
of  Public  Institutions  the  death-rate  is  17*96  in  1000,  as  compared  with 

16  04  in  1000  for  last  year. 

From  the  foregoing  figures  you  will  observe  that  the  birth-rate  is  a 
little  lower,  while  the  death-rate  is  a  little  higher.  The  zymotic  death-rate  has 
slightly  increased,  but  it  is  only  a  decimal  point  or  two,  the  latter  rate,  it 
should  be  noted,  is  only  one  in  a  1000,  which  must  continue  to  be  gratifying 
to  you,  and  when  we  compare  the  rates  of  other  districts  you  will  observe 
that  we  stand  very  favourably  indeed.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from 
Phthisis  is  33,  as  compared  with  33  for  last  year,  giving  a  death-rate  from 
this  cause  of  1*03  in  1000,  as  compared  with  1*50  for  last  year,  this  is  a 
satisfactory  reduction. 

The  statistics,  taken  as  a  whole,  may  be  considered  very  satisfactory 
for  the  year,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  only  one  death  has  occurred 
during  the  year  from  the  two  diseases  you  have  made  provision  for  in  your 
Hospital,  viz.  : — Smallpox  and  Scarlet  Fever,  and  this  was  a  death  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  which  is  the  only  one  which  has  occurred  in  your  Hospital 
during  the  year,  and  this  out  of  a  total  of  243  cases  admitted, — you  will 
thus  see  what  an  enormous  saving  of  life  there  has  been  since  the  establish- 
ment  of  your  Hospital,  The  percentage  of  deaths  is  0*3,  which  I  may  tell 
you  is  exceedingly  low. 
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The  following  Table  gives  the  birth-rates  and  death-rates,  together 
with  the  zymotic  death-rate  for  the  past  10  years.

The  above  figures  are  not  quite  as  favourable,  as  the  past  years 
have  shown,  for  the  year  1893.  When  taken  into  consideration  with  an 
increased  mortality  generally,  we  may  consider  the  statistics  for  the  year 
favourable. 

The  following  figures  show  the  birth  and  death-rates,  and  also  the 
zymotic  death-rates  of  the  neighbouring  Authorities  for  the  past  year,  1893, 
in  order  that  you  may  make  a  comparison  as  regards  your  own  district.

The  above  figures  show  a  favourable  comparison,  but  it  must  be 
stated  that  an  increase  in  the  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  shows  a  decided 
increase  generally.  The  birth-rate  it  may  be  noticed  has  slightly  declined.

The  vital  statistics  of  the  above  Table  are  exclusive  of  the  deaths 
in  Public  Institutions  not  belonging  to  your  district. 
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It  is  a  notable  fact  in  connection  with  these  figures,  that  the  zymotic 
death  rate  was  very  low  for  three  quarters  of  the  year,  the  higher  rate  taking 
place  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  during  the  time  Diarrhoea  was  so 
prevalent.

From  the  foregoing  figures  I  have  to  record  a  still  larger  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths,  being  537,  as  compared  with  474  for  last  year.  1 
may  say,  however,  that  this  is  only  a  natural  increase  in  proportion  to  the 
growth  of  the  district,  and  the  consequent  augmentation  of  the  population, 
As  regards  the  births,  there  is  a  slight  decrease,  but  not  of  any  material 
importance.  As  an  evidence  of  the  continued  increase  of  the  population  1 
find  that  plans  have  been  submitted  for  375  houses  during  the  year,  and  no 
doubt  many  of  these  have  already  been  occupied,  so  that  it  is  very  easy  to 
see  how  rapidly  your  district  is  increasing,  and  this  is  going  on,  and  will  do 
so,  in  my  opinion  even  more  rapidly.  I  have  been  able  to  state,  in  my 
former  Reports,  that  while  the  population  continues  to  grow,  your  death-rate, 
and  also  your  zymotic  death-rate,  keeps  in  a  satisfactory  state,  and  compares 
most  favourably  with  other  districts. 

The  following  Table  gives  the  percentages  of  the  different  mortality 
rates  among  children  under  one  and  five  years—  their  relationship  to  the 
total  births  and  the  general  mortality  rate.

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You  will  note,  on  comparison  with  last  year,  that  the  mortality 
rates  among  children  under  one  year  have  increased,  while  that  for  the  total 
under  live  years  is  slightly  less,  so  that  although  our  record  is  not  quite  so 
favourable  in  this  respect,  it  does  not  call  for  any  anxiety.  We  must  also 
expect  that  as  the  population  increases  the  rate  under  this  head  will  also  be 
larger.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

During  the  past  year  29  deaths  from  this  class  of  Disease  have  been 
registered  as  follows: — Small  Pox,  0;  Scarlet  Eevei,  3;  Diphtheria,  2; 
Typhoid  Fever,  4;  Measles,  1  ;  Whooping  Cough,  7  ;  Diarrhoea,  &c  ,  12,  as 
compared  with  last  year  as  follows: — Small  Pox,  0;  Scarlet  Fever,  1  ; 
Diphtheria,  2;  Typhoid  Fever,  2;  Measles,  0  ;  Whooping  Cough,  13; 
Diarrhoea,  2.

I  have  to  record  a  larger  number  of  deaths  in  this  class,  the  cause 
of  the  increase  is  due  to  Diarrhoea,  12  deaths  occurring,  as  compared  with  2 
for  last  year.  There  is  a  slight  augmentation  in  the  deaths  from  Typhoid 
Fever  and  Scarlet  Fever,  but  this  is  only  a  trivial  increase.  As  regards  the 
deaths  of  Diarrhoea  recorded,  most  of  them  occurred  to  children  under  one 
year  of  age,  and  while  admitting  that  this  disease  was  most  prevalent,  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  many  of  these  might  be  attributed  to  dietetic  causes 
rather  than  of  zymotic  origin. 


I  now  propose,  as  on  former  occasions,  to  speak  of  the  Diseases  of 
this  class  separately.  I  shall  allude  to  the  seven  principal  ones,  as  the 
others  coming  into  the  category  of  zymotics,  do  not  call  for  any  special 
comment.

For  some  years  I  have  fortunately  not  been  able  to  report  a  single  case 
occurring  in  your  district,  we  have,  however,  had  to  deal  with  several  from 
neighbouring  authorities,  but  during  the  year  in  question  I  regret  to  say 
that  we  have  not  only  had  to  deal  with  cases  from  other  districts,  but  with 
some  occurring  in  our  own,  as  follows.  In  June  last,  cases  of  this  disease 
made  their  appearance  at  Selly  Oak.  The  first  case  was  that  of  a  girl  who 
had  been  in  service  at  Walsall,  and  came  home  to  her  parents  at  Selly  Oak, 
the  case  was  of  such  a  mild  character  that  it  was  looked  upon  as  one  of 
severe  chicken  pox,  the  patient  was  a  girl  of  15  years  of  age  ;  in  the  course 
of  a  fortnight  three  other  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house,  to  her  sisters, 
all  assuming  the  same  mild  type.  These  cases  were  unobserved  for  a  short 
time  as  they  were  considered  to  be  chicken  pox,  and  no  doctor  was  called  in. 
A  fifth  case  occurred  to  a  neighbour’s  servant,  a  girl  14  years  of  age,  and 
then  the  whole  of  the  cases  came  under  notice,  and  were  immediately 
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removed  to  the  Hospital.  A  sixth  case  occurred  to  a  young  man  who  was  a 
relation  of  the  family,  and  no  doubt  contracted  the  disease  from  them  ;  of 
the  six  cases,  all  were  vaccinated  in  infancy  with  one  exception,  and  this 
girl  of  14  years  had  never  been  vaccinated  at  all.  I  think  it  right  to  say 
that  all  the  cases,  with  this  one  exception,  were  of  a  mild  type  and  gave  no 
cause  for  anxiety.  The  unvaccinated  case,  however,  had  the  disease  in  the 
most  malignant  form  ami  recovered  after  three  months  illness.  Re¬ 
vaccination  was  carried  out  in  connection  with  this  outbreak,  and  no  further 
spread  of  the  disease  took  place  In  connection  with  these  cases  I  have  to 
say,  that  in  my  opinion  the  disease  was  brought  by  the  first  case  named. 
Two  other  cases  occurred  at  King’s  Norton  and  Molly  Park  in  the  month 
of  December,  making  eight  in  all  from  your  district. 

I  consider  it  my  duty  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  after  a  long 
experience,  and  having  had  to  deal  with  many  outbreaks  of  this  disease,  to 
state  what  my  opinion  is  as  regards  preventive  measures. 

I  have,  for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  had  under  my  notice,  from 
time  to  time,  this  malady,  though  never  at  any  time  in  an  epidemic  form, 
outbreaks  have  occurred,  but  with  prompt  isolation,  and  re-vaccination  of 
those  connected  with  them,  has  always  had  the  desired  effect  of  stamping 
the  disease  out.  My  experience  has  always  shown  that  vaccination  is  a 
protective  measure  against  the  disease,  and  that  re-vaccination  is  almost  a 
barrier  to  the  invasion  of  it. 

I  have  always  pointed  out  that  one  vaccination,  viz.  . — in  infancy, 
was  never  considered  to  be  an  absolute  protection,  but  only  a  means  by 
which  the  disease  was  modified,  and  this  I  may  say  is  borne  out  by  facts, 
my  experience  has  abundently  proved  this,  and  I  am  further  convinced  that 
if  re- vaccination  was  systematically  carried  out,  we  should  hear  very  little 
of  the  disease.  I  wish  to  put  it  on  record  that  during  the  whole  course  of 
my  professional  career,  and  having  attended  many  hundred  cases  of  Small 
Pox,  I  have  never  had  to  treat  a  case  in  a  re-vaccinated  person.  I  consider 
this  a  fact  of  great  importance. 

I  would  like  to  add  a  few  further  facts  bearing  upon  this  subject. 
I  have  recently  had  15  cases  of  Small  Pox  under  my  care  1  found  all  of 
them  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  some  more  perfectly  than  others,  I 
have  observed  that  the  older  the  people  the  worse  they  are  affected,  some 
young  men  of  20  years  have  had  the  disease  in  a  mild  form,  others  at  50  and 
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even  60  years  have  had  it  badly.  I  think  this  points  to  the  fact  that  the 
further  removed  from  the  effects  of  vaccination,  the  more  malignant  the 
disease. 

I  wish  to  mention  two  more  facts  recently  coming  under  my 
observation,  viz.  : — A  child  of  four  years  was  brought  into  the  Hospital 
with  her  parents,  both  suffering  from  Small  Pox,  she  having  been  brought 
'into  the  Institution  because  no  one  would  take  charge  of  her.  This  child 
had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  with  four  well  defined  marks,  I  felt  some- 
what  anxious  about  this  child  so  re-vaccinated  her,  the  result  was  an 
abortive  pimple  only  She  continues  well  although  she  has  been  in  the 
thick  of  the  disease  for  the  past  month ;  another  case  was  that  of  the 
ambulance  driver.  This  man  was  vaccinated  four  days  after  he  evidently 
contracted  the  infection,  Small  Pox  developed  after  the  operation,  but  the 
disease  died  away  in  a  few  days,  thus  proving,  that  although  the  man  had 
the  disease  in  his  blood  at  the  time,  it  was  checked  by  the  vaccination. 

I  have  entered  rather  more  into  this  question  than  usual,  but  the 
fact  of  the  disease  being  so  prevalent  at  the  present  time,  I  felt  it  incumbent 
on  me  to  do  so. 

In  concluding  this  part  of  my  report  I  wish  to  say,  that  to  my  mind 
the  only  objection  that  can  be  raised  against  vaccination  is  the  possibility 
of  introducing  some  disease  into  the  system.  I  feel  quite  sure  in  my  own 
mind,  that  with  proper  care  a  danger  of  this  kind  is  most  unlikely. 

I  append  the  Vaccination  Returns  of  Mr.  Johnson,  Vaccination 
Officer,  who  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  figures,  by  which  you  will  see 
that  while  a  large  amount  of  vaccination  has  been  done,  the  return  is  not  so 
satisfactory  as  last  year.  F  am  afraid  the  agitation  against  vaccination  has 
something  to  do  with  this  If  this  is  so  I  very  much  regret  it,  as  Small 
Pox  is  the  only  disease  that  we  have  a  preventive  remedy  against,  and  it 
is  a  thousand  pities  that  the  public  should  not  have  the  benefit  that  it 
undoubtedly  confers  upon  them.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

I  am  sorry  to  record  that  this  disease  has  been  very  prevalent 
throughout  the  year,  though  never  in  the  form  of  an  epidemic,  with  the 
exception  of  the  outbreak  which  occurred  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  and  which 
was  traced  to  the  milk  supply,  and  was  duly  reported  upon,  and  in  addition 
copies  of  my  report  were  sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  the 
County  Council. 

I  have  received,  during  the  year,  264  notifications  of  this  disease 
from  the  following  localities  : — Selly  Oak,  20  ;  Northfield,  6  ;  Selly  Park, 
6  ;  Bartley  Green,  3  ;  Moor  Street,  1  ;  Tenacres,  2  ;  Shenley  Fields,  5  ; 
The  Cottage  Homes,  26;  California,  1;  and  the  Workhouse  II.  These 
are  for  the  Parish  of  Northfield  :  —  King’s  Heath,  104  ;  Moseley,  47  ; 
Stirchley  Street,  12;  Rednall,  2;  Holly  Wood,  2;  King’s  Norton,  10,  and 
the  Fever  Hospital  1,  for  the  Parish  of  King’s  Norton. 

The  disease  was  prevalent,  more  or  less,  throughout  the  year,  but 
more  so  in  April,  June  and  November;  the  schools  at  King’s  Heath  were 
closed  for  three  weeks  in  June,  and  in  November  the  National  Schools  at 
Moseley  were  closed  for  the  same  period  ;  the  schools  at  the  Cottage  Homes 
were  closed  in  April  in  consequence  of  the  epidemic  occurring,  of  which  I 
have  mentioned,— you  will  observe  that  the  localities  mostly  affected  are 
King’s  Heath  and  Moseley  for  King’s  Norton  Parish,  and  Selly  Oak  and  the 
Cottage  Homes  for  the  Northfield  Parish.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  disease 
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has  been,  for  the  most  part,  of  a  mild  nature,  and  the  mortality  you  will 
observe  is  very  low,  only  three  deaths — out  of  the  above  total — having 
occurred  Of  the  264  cases  notified,  81  were  for  Northfield  Parish,  and  70  of 
these  were  admitted  into  your  Hospital,  the  remaining  1 1  being  cases  in  the 
Workhouse,  were  treated  in  that  Institution,  of  this  number  no  death 
occurred.  I  wish  you  to  note  that  all  the  cases  in  this  part  of  your  district 
were  removed  to  Hospital,  of  the  183  cases  in  the  King’s  Norton  Parish,  166 
were  removed  to  your  Hospital,  with  one  death,  while  of  the  remaining  17 
treated  at  home  two  deaths  are  recorded,  one  at  King’s  Heath,  the  other  at 
Moseley.  I  think  this  is  a  very  striking  fact  and  ought  to  remove  any 
prejudice  that  may  exist  in  the  minds  of  any  persons  who  refuse  to  send 
their  children  to  the  Hospital.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  note,  however,  how 
few  cases  have  been  treated  at  home,  and  how  much  more  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  ore  appreciated.  I  am  glad  moreover  to  say  that  very  little 
trouble  is  experienced  in  inducing  parents  to  send  their  children  for  treat¬ 
ment,  they  are,  I  am  fully  convinced,  fully  assured  of  the  great  advantages 
of  “  Isolation”  and  proper  care  and  treatment.

As  regards  the  prevalence  of  this  disease,  I  would  wish  to  point  out 
that  I  am  afraid,  indeed  I  feel  sure,  that  many  mild  cases  occur  which  go 
undetected,  and  are  looked  upon  by  the  parents  as  nothing  hut  a  slight  cold, 
which  soon  passes  away,  and  the  child  is  sent  to  school  in  a  state  capable 
of  spreading  infection.  I  have  come  across  several  instances  during  the 
year,  where  the  disease  has  not  been  recognised  until  late  in  the  case  and 
when  mischief  has  been  done.  I  am  endeavouring,  as  far  as  possible  to 
impress  upon  the  Public  the  importance  of  calling  in  a  doctor  in  when  any 
sign  of  a  Sore  throat  exists.  I  am  satisfied  if  this  practice  was  more 
generally  adopted  very  few  cases  would  go  undetected. 

As  regards  the  outbreak  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  26  cases  suddenly 
occurred  in  April  last,  and  these  were  found  on  investigation  to  he  connected 
with  5  other  cases  at  a  Farm  opposite  the  Homes,  and  from  whence  all  the 
milk  used  in  the  Homes  was  obtained  The  bulk  of  the  cases  occurred 
within  a  few  days  of  each  other,  the  remainder  developing  at  intervals 
during  the  month.  An  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  this  outbreak, 
and  which  conclusively  connects  the  milk  supply  with  it,  is  the  fact  that 
the  only  adults  who  were  affected  were  those  who  drank  milk,  and  those 
who  did  not,  escaped  I  attribute  the  cause  of  the  outbreak  to  a  milk  lad 
performing  his  work  while  suffering  from  the  disease.  I  may  add  that  the 
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disease  rapidly  declined  when  the  supply  of  milk  was  stopped.  I  think  it 
must  be  very  satisfactory  to  you  to  know,  that  so  sudden  and  serious  an 
outbreak  as  this  was,  that  no  fatal  result  supervened.  The  minute  details 
of  my  Report  have  been  fully  laid  before  you. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

I  have  received  10  notifications  of  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
1 9  for  last  year,  with  2  deaths,  as  against  2  for  the  present  year  The  cases 
occurred  at  the  following  localities — King’s  Norton,  1  ;  King’s  Heath,  5  ; 
Stirchley  Street,  1  ;  Rednall,  1  ;  Rubery,  1  and  Beoley,  1,  no  case  occurred 
in  Northfield  Parish  at  all.  The  cases  were  distributed  at  intervals  during 
the  year,  and  not  at  any  time  did  any  special  import  attach  to  them.  The 
district  of  King’s  Heath  was  responsible  for  5  of  the  cases,  or  half  the  total 
number  reported 

In  reference  to  this  disease,  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  a 
considerable  diminution  in  the  number  has  taken  place,  the  mortality  I  am 
sorry  to  say  is  the  same  as  last  year,  I  can  only  account  for  this  in  the  more 
severe  type  of  the  malady.  Of  the  deaths  one  occurred  at  King’s  Heath, 
the  other  in  the  Village  of  King’s  Norton. 

In  all  cases  when  a  report  comes  in,  every  enquiry  is  made  into  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  and  water  supply,  and  any  defects  found 
are  as  speedily  as  possible  rectified.  I  may  say  that  the  principal  causes  of 
this  disease  are  dampness  and  bad  ventilation  of  dwellings,  together  with 
defective  drainage  and  water  supply.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  disease  of 
the  preventible  class  more  under  control,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  than 
Diphtheria.  I  think  we  may  consider  ourselves  fortunate  in  having  so  few 
cases  to  record. 

TYPHOID  FEVER 

Has  caused  4  deaths  as  compared  with  2  for  last  year,  as  follows  : — 1  at 
Moseley;  1  at  King’s  Heath;  1  at  Longbridge,  and  1  at  Rubery  Hill 
Asylum  I  have  received  17  notifications  of  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
10  for  last  year,  and  28  for  the  previous  year,  the  number  of  deaths  last  year 
was  2.  So  that  we  have  an  increase,  both  in  the  number  of  cases  and 
deaths.  The  localities  from  whence  the  cases  were  reported,  are  as  follows  : 
King’s  Heath,  8;  Moseley,  4;  Stirchley  Street,  1  ;  Holly  Wood,  1,  and 
Rubery  Hill  Asylum,  3.  You  will  observe  that  the  greater  number  of  cases 
occurred  at  King’s  Heath  and  Moseley.  I  have  caused  or  made  enquiries 
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in  all  these  cases,  and  have  rectified  any  sanitary  defects  which  have  been 
found.  The  water  supply,  has  in  all  cases,  been  enquired  into,  and 
remedied  where  necessary.  This  disease,  like  Diphtheria,  has  a  very  close 
connection  with  insanitary  conditions  in  or  around  the  dwellings.  Water 
supply  is  also  frequently  the  cause  of  an  outbreak,  should  it,  as  it  frequently 
does,  “  when  drawn  from  wel Is  near  dwellings/”'  becomes  contaminated.  I 
do  not  consider,  on  the  whole,  that  the  mortality  for  your  district  is  at  all 
high,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  we  have  had  nothing  in  the  form 
of  an  epidemic  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

MEASLES. 

I  have  to  record  one  death  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with  none 
for  last  year,  the  death  occurred  at  Stirchley  Street,  and  according  to  the 
return  sent  to  me  was  accompanied  with  Brain  Disease.  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  we  have  been  very  free  from  this  malady  during  the  year,  only  an 
occasional  case  occurring. 

This  disease  is  not  compulsorily  notifiable  in  your  district,  so  that 
I  cannot  give  exact  figures  of  the  cases. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

This  disease  has  caused  7  deaths,  as  compared  with  13  for  last  year, 
which  is  a  very  satisfactory  reduction.  The  deaths  occurring  during  the 
months  of  February,  March,  June,  July  and  August.  A  considerable 
number  of  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred  in  your  district  during  the 
year  The  cases,  for  the  most  parr,  have  not  been  attended  with  any  serious 
complications. 

In  reference  to  this  complaint,  very  little  good  can  be  done  beyond 
insisting  on  the  children  of  the  family  being  kept  away  from  school  during 
the  illness,  and  this  practice  has  been  kept  in  operation  as  far  as  possible.  I 
am  conscious,  however,  that  the  public  generally  view  with  very  little 
concern  the  danger  of  the  disease,  and  more  often  look  upon  it  as  a  matter 
of  course,  and  that  it  will  wear  itself  out,  and  no  good  can  be  done.  I  wish 
to  point  out  that  much  good  can  be  done  by  greater  care  and  nursing.  It 
is  the  complications  of  the  disease  which  cause  the  mortality,  and  these 
could,  in  many  cases,  be  avoided  if  proper  treatment  was  adopted  in  the 
early  stage  of  the  complaint. 
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DIARRHOEA. 

This  disease  has  caused  12  deaths,  as  compared  with  2  for  last  year, 
which  shows  a  considerable  increase.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the  number  of 
cases  for,  the  most  part,  is  confined  to  the  very  young,  most  of  them  occurr¬ 
ing  to  children  under  one  year  of  age.  I  am  quite  aware  of  the  large 
number  of  cases  from  this  cause  which  occurred  during  the  summer,  and  in 
many  cases  assuming  a  very  serious  type.  I  also  consider  that  we  may 
congratulate  ourselves  that  we  have  had  to  record  no  more  deaths,  when  so 
much  Diarrhoea  existed,  and  in  some  instances  cases  resembling  that  of 
Cholera. 


In  reference  to  this  disease,  which  has  a  very  close  relationship  to 
the  more  serious  malady  Cholera,  I  have  to  say  that  we  have  passed  through 
a  very  anxious  time,  and  we  have  been  on  the  eve  of  a  serious  outbreak  of 
it,  which  was  rendered  more  likely  in  consequence  of  the  intense  heat  of 
the  summer,  and  moreover  from  the  fact  that  the  disease  and  its  relative 
Cholera  has  been  so  prevalent  on  the  Continent,  aud  even  has  appeared  in 
this  country. 

I  have  made  a  report  on  this  subject  to  you.  I  hope  we  shall  not 
have  a  visitation  of  Cholera,  but  we  must  be  forearmed. 

CHOLERA. 

This  disease  has  made  itself  manifest  on  the  Continent,  and  has  also 
appeared  in  this  country  during  the  past  year.  While  we  may  fairly  feel 
ourselves  protected  by  our  climate,  and  also  our  improved  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  we  should  in  every  way 
endeavour  to  keep  our  sanitary  arrangements  in  as  perfect  order  as  possible. 
There  is  no  doubt  we  are  favourably  situated  for  resisting  an  invasion  of 
this  dreadful  malady,  but  we  must  not  rest  ourselves  contented  as  there  is 
much  sanitary  work  yet  to  be  done. 

On  this  subject  I  reported  to  you  in  September  last,  and  suggested 
that  the  district  should  be  placarded  and  handbills  also  distributed  if  the 
disease  continued  prevalent,  or  any  case  should  occur  in  our  midst 

In  accordance  with  the  Local  Government  Board  instructions,  we 
have  had  under  observation  several  people  who  have  come  from  cholera 
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stricken  districts,  no  evil  consequences  have  arisen  from  their  appearance  in 
our  midst. 

INFLUENZA. 

This  mysterious  malady  again  made  its  appearance  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  and  many  cases  came  under  notice,  and  several  deaths  occurred 
from  its  consequences.  1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  say,  that  although  the 
disease  was  very  prevalent,  the  type  of  the  malady  was  less-severe,  and  the 
mortality  less  than  on  previous  outbreaks. 

As  regards  the  incidence  of  this  disease,  we  may  now  rest  assured 
that  it  is  highly  infectious  and  contagious  in  its  nature,  we  know  that  so  far 
as  our  country  is  concerned  it  has  been  brought  to  us,  and  moreover  that  it 
has  found  a  resting  place  in  our  midst.  I  am  quite  sure  also  that  it  is"* 
atmospheric  in  its  transmission  from  one  place  to  another,  for  we  find  that 
it  became  suddenly  very  prevalent,  and  is  not  confined  to  one  locality,  but 
seems  to  be  almost  universal  within  an  incredible  time.  I,  myself  observed 
that  during  the  continuance  of  the  very  dry  period,  the  disease  continued 
prevalent,  but  was  suddenly  checked  on  the  advent  of  a  heavy  rainfall,  and 
has  not  since  re-appeared. 

COMPULSORY  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  working  of  this  Act  has  been  satis¬ 
factory  during'  the  year,  and  has  been  attended  with  the  best  possible 
results.  I  have  had  very  little  cause  for  complaint,  and  I  ca.ii  safely  say  it 
has  enabled  me  to  have  a  good  grasp  of  the  infectious  cases  of  disease  which 
have  occurred. 

I  have  received,  during  the  year,  354  Notifications  of  Infectious 
Diseases,  as  follows: — Small  Pox,  8;  Scarlet  Fever,  264;  Diphtheria,  10  ; 
Typhoid  Fever,  17  cases;  Erysipelas,  47  ;  Puerperal  Fever,  8,  as  compared 
with  190  for  last  year,  and  176  for  the  year  1891.  The  Scarlet  Fever  cases 
for  last  year  being  136;  Diphtheria,  19;  Typhoid  Fever,  10;  Erysipelas, 
23  ;  Membranous  Croup,  1,  and  Puerperal  Fever,  1.  You  will  observe 
that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified,  more  particularly 
those  of  Scarlet  Fever,  while  the  Diphtheria  cases  are  diminished,  and  no 
case  of  Small  Pox  recorded  for  last  year.

I  am  not  able  to  give  any  explanation  of  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  reported,  except  that  Scarlet  Fever  has  continued  very  prevalent  in 
the  City  of  Birmingham,  and  also  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  I  also 
think  more  cases  are  made  known  than  formerly,  as  the  Public  are  more 
alive  to  the  necessity  of  taking  precautions.  We  have  also  to  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  that  we  have  had  8  cases  of  Small  Pox,  and  8  cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever  reported,  as  against  1  last  year. 


As  regards  the  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  I  regret  to  say  that  7  of 
the  cases  occurred  at  Selly  Oak,  and  1  at  Moseley.  They  occurred  as 
follows  : — 1  in  March,  1  in  May,  5  in  July,  and  1  in  September.  The  case 
at  Moseley  occurred  in  May,  none  of  the  cases  were  connected  with  each 
other  except  the  5  which  occurred  in  July,  and  these  I  clearly  traced  to  the 
infection  being  carried  by  a  midwife.  I  immediately  stopped  her  work  and 
no  further  cases  occurred.  I  made  a  report  to  you  at  the  time. 

I  have  experienced  some  difficulty  where  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
have  been  treated  at  home,  in  getting  the  public  to  notify  when  the  patient 
is  free  from  infection,  so  that  the  necessary  fumigation  and  cleansing  of  the 
house  may  take  place,  they  are  inclined  to  take  the  matter  in  their  own 
hands,  and  do  the  work  themselves.  As  I  do  not  think  this  a  satisfactory 
or  safe  proceeding,  I  have  drafted  a  circular  giving  them  plain  instructions, 
and  also  informing  them  of  their  liability,  together  with  a  form  to  fill  up,  to 
be  sent  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  District,  accompanied  by  a  Medical 
Certificate  of  freedom  from  Infection.  I  find  this  plan  works  more  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  I  think  it  will  lead  to  better  results  being  obtained. 


The  question  of  fumigating  a  house  is  an  important  one,  and  in 
some  cases  it  cannot  properly  be  done  while  the  patients  remain  in  it.  You 
have  power,  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  to  hire  a  house 
as  a  temporary  dwelling  for  the  occupants  during  the  time  the  fumigating 
is  being  done.  I  have  brought  this  matter  before  you,  and  1  hope  you  will 
be  able  to  see  your  way  to  adopt  my  suggestion. 


A  small  house  centrally  situated  would  answer  the  purpose  for  the 
whole  of  your  Sanitary  District. 
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The  Localities  from  whence  the  cases  occurred  are  as  follows  :  —

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  foregoing  portion  of  my  Report  still  shows  a  very  satisfactory 
sanitary  condition,  as  regards  the  rates  of  mortality,  &c.  I  regret  that  so 
large  a  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  have  occurred,  hut  the  results 
of  the  action  taken  in  dealing  with  them  must  be  considered  very  satisfactory, 
as  proved  by  the  small  number  of  deaths  in  the  class  of  preventible  diseases, 
and  these  are  the  maladies,  which  are  chiefly  influenced  and  lessened  by 
sanitary  measures  and  improvements. 

I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  mention  briefly  the  various  matters 
of  importance  which  have  occurred  in  connection  with  my  department  during 
the  year,  and  which  have  been  duly  reported  upon  at  the  time. 

In  January  I  hail  to  report  that  4  cases  of  Small  Pox  had  been 
admitted  to  your  Hospital  from  Bromsgrove,  none  of  them  had  been 
vaccinated,  and  had  the  disease  in  a  very  bad  form.  I  recommended  at  this 
time  that  a  temporary  erection  should  be  provided  as  the  accommodation 
was  likely  to  prove  insufficient,  as  a  further  case  came  in  from  Barnt  Green, 
and  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  disease  might  spread. 

In  February  I  had  under  my  notice  the  question  of  Ashpits  and 
Privies,  and  advised,  that  in  all  cases  where  a  nuisance  was  found  to  exist 
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that  water-closets  should  be  substituted.  No  furthes  cases  of  Small  Pox 
were  reported.  Special  Report  on  Slaughter-houses. 

In  March  I  made  my  ordinary  report,  and  only  a  very  few  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  occurred.  I  had,  however,  to  mention  one  particular 
case  of  exposure  while  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever,  the  case  was  considered 
and  dealt  with. 

In  April  I  had  to  make  a  special  report  to  you  on  an  outbreak  of 
Scarlet  Fever  at  the  Cottage  Homes,  whereby  26  cases  occurred,  and  were 
distinctly  traced  to  the  milk  supply  of  a  neighbouring  farm. 

In  May  I  made  a  special  report  to  you  on  the  Corporation  Tip  at 
Stirchley  Street,  and  made  certain  suggestions  to  you,  viz  : — That  nothing 
but  dry  refuse  should  be  deposited 

In  June,  Scarlet  Fever  became  very  prevalent  at  King’s  Heath,  and 
I  caused  the  Schools  to  be  closed  for  three  weeks.  I  also  recommended 
that  a  Cottage  should  be  provided,  as  a  shelter  for  people,  while  their  houses 
were  undergoing  fumigation,  &c  An  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  occurred  at 
Selly  Oak,  traceable  to  a  girl  from  Walsall,  in  all  6  cases  occurred.  No 
further  spread  after  action  taken. 

In  July,  no  further  cases  of  Small  Pox  occurred.  As  a  result  of 
complaints  of  the  state  of  the  River  Rea,  I  made  a  special  report  to  you  on 
the  filthy  state  of  the  stream. 

In  August,  an  outbreak  of  Puerperal  Fever  occurred,  5  cases 
suddenly  coming  under  notice,  this  was  reported  upon  at  the  time,  and  as  a 
result  of  the  action  taken  no  further  cases  occurred. 

Tn  Septembei,  Cholera  appeared  on  the  Continent,  and  with  a  view 
to  be  forearmed,  I  made  a  special  repoit  on  the  subject.  I  also  reported 
that  the  River  Rea  continued  in  a  very  offensive  condition. 

In  October,  Diarrhoea  continuing  in  our  midst,  and  Cholera  having 
made  its  appearance  in  this  country,  I  made  a  further  report.  I  also 
reported  on  the  bad  state  of  the  River  Rea,  and  drew  attention  further  to 
the  condition  of  the  ashpits  and  privies. 

In  November,  Scarlet  Fever  became  prevalent  in  Moseley  District, 
and  a  case  occurred  at  the  National  Schools.  I  made  a  report,  and 
recommended  that  the  schools  be  closed  for  three  weeks  Typhoid  Fever 
occurred  m  Moseley,  two  cases,  no  importance  could  be  attached  to  them. 
Influenza  became  prevalent,  but  in  a  milder  form  than  formerly. 
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In  December,  Influenza  still  prevalent,  but  declining.  Two  cases 
of  Small  Pox  occurred,  one  at  Selly  Park,  the  other  at  King's  Norton.  No 
further  spread  of  the  disease  took  place.  I  again  recommended  further 
provision  for  Small  Pox  patients,  and  it  was  resolved  to  erect  a  permanent 
building,  to  accommodate  from  12  to  20  patients. 

In  connection  with  this  part  of  my  Report,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able 
to  say  that  the  various  matters  brought  before  you  received  your  thoughtful 
attention. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT. 

This  Act  has  enabled  us  to  deal  with  some  insanitary  dwellings  in 
a  much  better  way  than  formerly.  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  continue  to 
render  very  efficient  help.  I  have  several  cases  which  will  require  dealing 
with  in  accordance  with  its  provisions. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

This  Act  has  been  kept  fully  before  us,  and  your  Inspectors  have 
done  good  work  in  connection  with  it.  As  I  have  previously  reported,  it 
will  enable  us  to  keep  an  eye  upon  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  workshops 
in  the  district. 

SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

In  reference  to  this  part  of  my  Report,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
say.  that  a  steady  progress  in  Sanitary  Work  has  been  maintained  during 
the  year. 

I  am  not  able,  at  present,  to  specify  any  important  structural  works 
completed  during  the  year,  but  the  preliminary  work  in  connection  there¬ 
with  is  well  advanced,  in  respect  to  the  provisions  of  Burial  Ground 
accommodation,  the  drainage  of  some  parts  of  your  district,  and  the  water 
supply  of  other  parts. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  each  year  adds  to  an  improved  sani¬ 
tary  state  of  your  district.  I  am  not  unmindful  of  a  good  deal  of  progress 
having  been  made  during  the  year  under  consideration,  and  the  foundation 
for  still  further  improvement  has  been  laid.  I  consider  that  in  this  respect 
a  good  deal  of  sound  good  work  has  been  accomplished.  I  allude  to  the 
completion  of  your  plans  for  the  drainage  of  King’s  Norton,  and  the 
commencement  of  the  work,  also  to  your  work  in  connection  with  the  Burial 
of  the  dead,  and  the  acquisition  of  a  site  or  sites,  for  the  parishes  of  North- 
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field  and  King’s  Norton,  and  I  may  further  mention  your  work  in  connection 
with  the  water  supply  of  Bartley  Green,  Rednall  and  Bribery.  And  further¬ 
more  your  labours  in  respect  of  the  Pollution  of  the  River  Rea. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  anxious  one  in  consequence  of  the 
long  drought,  and  many  serious  nuisances  were  very  manifest.  The  one 
occupying  most  attentionh  as  been  the  condition  of  the  River  Rea,  which  has 
never,  in  my  experience,  been  as  bad  as  it  was  during  the  summer.  Another 
important  matter  has  been  the  condition  of  the  Ash-pits  and  Privies,  in 
many  parts  these  have  been  in  a  very  bad  state  indeed,  and  I  have  on  more 
than  one  occasion  had  to  make  a  special  report  to  you 

As  regards  this  subject  of  Ash-pits  and  Privies,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to 
again  draw  your  attention  to  their  insanitary  condition.  I  do  not  consider 
them,  under  any  circumstances,  a  proper  or  safe  domestic  appliance,  but  one 
which  is  fraught  with  considerable  danger  to  the  public  health.  I  know 
this  mode  of  construction  is  allowed  by  Law,  but  that  does  not  alter  my 
opinion  in  regard  to  them.  I  have  several  instances,  during  Tie  year,  where 
illness  has  been  attributed  to  them. 

I  am  anxious  that  in  populous  places  that  these  abominations  should 
be  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  that  in  their  place  a  properly  constructed  water- 
closet  substituted.  I  have  caused  many  improvements  in  this  direction  to 
be  made,  with  the  best  possible  results. 

I  hope  the  Board  will  second  our  efforts  in  this  direction  during  the 
-  coming  year.  I  am  fully  convinced  if  we  could  do  away  with  all  Privies 
and  Ash-pits,  I  should  be  able  to  say  that  your  district  was  in  a  very  good 
sanitary  state  indeed. 

As  regards  the  Drainage  of  the  Village  of  King’s  Norton,  I  am 
pleased  to  know  that  the  work  has  now  been  commenced,  so  that  we  may 
hope  to  see  the  drainage  of  the  Village  an  accomplished  fact  before  this 
year  is  out.  You  will  find  it  necessary  to  extend  your  scheme  so  as  to 
include  the  new  district  of  Row  Heath,  which  is  so  rapidly  developing. 

The  Water  Supply  of  Bartley  Green,  Rednall  and  Rubery  remain 
as  on  my  last  report.  I  am  pleased,  however,  to  congratulate  the  Board  on 
having  completed  your  negotiations  with  the  East  Worcestershire  Water 
Company,  and  mains  have  been  laid.  I  hope  the  houses  will  soon  now  be 
supplied.  I  consider  this  water  excellent  As  regards  Bartley  Green,  a 
well  has  been  sunk  on  your  own  property,  and  although  some  difficulty  has 
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been  experienced  in  getting  water,  I  am  informed  that  there  is  every  pros¬ 
pect  of  this  being  overcome,  and  this  district  soon  supplied. 

The  collection  of  night-soil  and  household  refuse  has  been  satis¬ 
factorily  carried  on  during  the  year,  under  the  supervision  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  You  have  now  practically  this  matter  under  your  own  control. 

I  wish  to  say  that  the  objectionable  practice  of  tipping  the  contents 
of  ash-pits  and  privies  on  to  the  road-way,  is  fraught  with  danger  to  the 
public  health.  This  would,  however,  be  overcome,  to.  a  great  extent,  if  we 
can  convert  these  receptacles  into  water-closets. 

PROVISION  OF  BURIAL  GROUNDS  FOR  THE  DEAD. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  you  have  obtained  the  Lodge  Hill  Site,  at 
Selly  Oak,  for  the  purpose  of  a  Cemetery,  and  this  has  been  duly  conveyed 
to  you;  a  Local  Board  Enquiry  has  been  held,  and  everything  now  satis¬ 
factorily  arranged.  I  consider  this  a  subject  for  much  congratulation,  as  a 
good  deal  of  difficulty  and  opposition  has  been  overcome  And  I  am  quite 
satisfied  we  could  not  have  a  better  site,  and  moreover  it  fills  a  very  great 
want  for  the  Parish  of  Xorthfield,  more  particularly  Selly  Oak,  which  is 
practically  without  any  provision  whatever 

As  regards  the  Billesley  Site,  which  you  had  selected  for  the  Parish 
of  King’s  Norton,  I  regret  to  find  that  as  the  result  of  a  Local  Government 
Board  Enquiry,  which  was  attended  by  a  good  many  Rate-payors  who 
objected  to  the  site,  on  the  grounds  that  it  was  out  of  your  boundary,  main¬ 
tained  their  objection,  and  the  Local  Government  Board  refused  fo  sanction 
the  site.  Another  site  is  in  contemplation,  so  that  we  hope  soon  to  have  a 
Cemetery  for  this  part  of  your  district. 

POLLUTION  OF  THE  RIVER  REA 

This  question  has  occupied  a  good  deal  of  my  time  and  anxious 
thought.  1  have  made  two  special  reports  to  you  on  the  filthy  and  serious 
condition  of  the  stream,  in  fact  I  never  knew  it  worse,  and  I  have  received 
many  complaints  during  the  year.  This  nuisance  has  been  rendered  more 
serious  in  consequence  of  the  dry  season  we  have  had. 

This  question  has  been  brought  before  you  on  so  many  occasions,  I 
feel  it  would  be  superfluous  for  me  to  enlarge  on  it. 

As  a  result  of  the  Local  Government  Enquiry  held  some  time  ago, 
you  have  permission  to  prosecute  Messrs.  Baldwin  for  polluting  the  stream, 
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and  this  matter  will  come  on  shortly,  when  I  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  cause 
the  nuisance  to  be  abated. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

I  have  had  no  complaints  during  the  year,  except  that  relating  to 
the  pollution  of  the  River  Rea. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

I  have  analysed  21  samples  of  drinking  water,  with  the  following 
results  ; — 7  good,  4  fair,  and  10  bad  and  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

FEVER  HOSPITAL  REPORT. 

During  the  year  256  cases  have  been  admitted  and  treated  in  your 
Hospital,  as  follows  : — Scarlet  Fever,  243  ;  Small  Pox,  13.  Of  the  Scarlet 
Fever  cases,  7  did  not  belong  to  your  district,  but  came  from  Droitwich.  Of 
the  Small  Pox  cases,  5  did  not  belong  to  your  district,  but  came  from 
Bromsgrove  to  the  extent  of  4,  and  1  from  Barnt  Green. 

1  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  out  of  the  whole  of  these 
cases,  only  one  death  took  place,  and  this  was  a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  from 
King’s  Heath.  1  consider  this  a  most  satisfactory  result  of  the  working  of 
the  Institution,  and  points  out  how  valuable  “  Isolation”  and  proper  treat¬ 
ment  are.  Only  17  cases  remained  outside,  and  of  these  2  died.  The  rate 
of  mortality  for  your  Hospital,  for  the  year,  is  0  3,  this  I  am  pleased  to 
say  is  extraordinarily  low. 

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  came  from  the  following  localities: — 
Rorthfreld,  6;  Selly  ( >ak,  20;  Tenacres,  2;  Bartley  Green,  3;  California, 

1  ;  Moor  Street,  1  ;  Shenley  Fields,  5  ;  4  he  Cottage  Homes,  Shenley  Fields, 
26,  fertile  Parish  of  iNorthfield.  King’s  Norton,  10;  King’s  Heath,  107  ; 
Moseley,  29;  Stirchley  Street,  12;  Rednall,  2;  Bournville,  1  ;  Holly 
Wood,  2  ;  Convalescent  Home,  Moseley,  2,  for  the  Parish  of  King’s 
Norton,  and  7  from  Droitwich,  outside  your  district.  The  Small  Pox  cases 
came  from  Selly  Oak,  6  ;  Selly  Park,  1  ;  King’s  Norton,  1,  and  4  from 
Bromsgrove,  and  1  from  Barnt  Green,  outside  your  district 

In  consequence  of  the  prevalence  of  Small  Box,  and  your  accom¬ 
modation  being  inadequate,  I  recommended  that  you  should  put  up  a  per¬ 
manent  building,  which  you  have  now  decided  upon.  When  this  is  done 
I  consider  you  will  have  a  most  importani  and  well  appointed  Hospital,  and 
one  that  any  Sanitary  Authority  may  well  feel  proud  of 
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SANITARY  WORK. 

The  work  of  the  various  Departments  has  been  well  carried  out 
during  the  year,  to  my  entire  satisfaction.  You  will  find  in  the  reports  and 
tables  abundant  evidence  of  the  amount  of  work  done. 

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  in  this  Department  has  been  well  carried  out,  and  I  have 
received  very  valuable  assistance  from  them,  details  of  their  work  will  be 
found  in  their  Reports. 

I  may  add  that  their  duties  in  connection  with  the  night-soil 
collection  has  added  considerably  to  the  work  and  responsibility. 

SURVEYOR’S  REPORT. 

From  the  figures  given  to  me  by  your  Surveyor,  you  will  see  that  a 
very  large  amount  of  work  is  being  done  in  this  department,  although  there 
is  a  falling  off  in  the  number  of  plans  submitted  as  compared  with  last  year. 
The  number  being  375  against  552  for  last  year. 

In  concluding  this,  my  twenty-first  Annual  Report,  I  beg  to  thank 
the  Board  for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  co-operation  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties.
